fgg years have passed since the 
book Tainted Contacts appeared 
wherein I exposed certain alignments 
of officials of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America. When 
that book was published it became the 
target for an attack which has continu- 
ed to this day. 


It is refreshing, however, to note 
that the virility of the aforesaid attack 
is about as effective as the defense 
which was made by that august body 
which, we are credibly informed, has 
had to revise its budget several times 
in recent years and that each revision 
has been downward. We hope this 
simple statement may encourage others 
to challenge the ipse dixits of this Fe- 
deral Council group who profess to 
speak for twenty-two million Protes- 
tants of this country. 


Of late there have appeared many 
articles which reveal that the drift to 
the Left of the Federal Council of 
Churches is supported by many of the 
ultra-liberal religious groups.

gram was none other than Norman 
Thomas whose driftto the Left has 
been such that a recent convention of 
the Socialist Party of New York State 
nearly repudiated his candidacy for a 
national office and this repudiation of 
this former Presbyterian divine was 
based on the recent decision of the con- 
vention of Socialists at Detroit which 
voted to use force and revolution in its 
efforts to acquire contro] of this coun- 
try for the proletariat. 


To this group of avowed pacifists, 
who have declared they would never

above referred to is the Rev. H. F.

American Civil Liberties Union which 
applies 80% of its activities in defend- 
ing alien criminals who have violated 
the laws of this Country. The Secreta- 
ry of the Social Service referred to is 
none other than the now notorious Win- 
ifred L. Chappell, whose candidate for 
the Presidency in 1932 was William Z. 
Foster, the Communist. 


Miss Chappell, inthe Epworth Her- 
ald for March 3, 1934, wrote a vicious 
article in defense of Socialism and op- 
posing’ preparedness in which she said:

shall we say, until this present Admini- 
stration came into power at Washing- 
ton and set into operation a series of 
Socialistic experiments at the expense 
of this great commonwealth. Just one 
incident will suffice to prove this and 
that is the Warren-gold experiment 
which is admitted to be a flat failure, 
or not functioning over twenty per cent 
of what was promised to the dupes 
who expected to find the proverbial pot 
of gold at the end of the rainbow, even 
though millions of our citizenry have 
been mulcted from their rightful hold- 
ings. It has been remarked that Roose- 
velt had no more right to take your 
gold than your real estate. 


We trust the reader will pardon us if 
we seem to depart from the subject of 
this article when we add to the follow- 
ing paragraph the following evidence in 
support of the charges therein con- 
tained. 


Such a dependable paper as the New 
York Times—dependable, we say, ex- 
cept when giving to its readers the ar- 
ticles from that arch propagandist of 
the Bolsheviki, Walter Duranty—on 
July 5th, 1934, ran an article by Arthur 
Krock, entitled: Three Men Stand out 
as President’s Closest Counselors. 
These men are spoken of as the ‘Three 
Musketeers” and are Bernard M. Bar- 
uch, Raymond Moley and Louis McHen- 
ry Howe. Of Mr. Baruch, the reader 
is referred to his testimony before the 
Senate committee after the late war 
when he is said to have stated that he 
exercised more power during that 
world conflagration than President 
Wilson. Lack of space prevents us 
from paying our respects to the other 


two musketeers. Mr. Baruch is one of 
the world’s most powerful Jews. 


We do not believe that we would in- 
cur any illfeeling from Mr. if 
we added to his list such names as 
Felix Frankfurter, another Jew, prob- 
able appointee to the United States 
Supreme Court unless an aroused 
America interposes its objections in 
more convincing form than did the 
American Bar Association over the no- 
mination of the Jewish Justice Bran- 
deis. The latter, and his wife are sup- 
porters of that notorious Communist 
school at Mena, Ark., known as Com- 
monwealth College; Richberg, now act- 
ing President while the President is on 
a cruise; Tugwell, Ezekiel and two for- 
mer members, Berle and Blanshard, 
once with the so-called BRAIN TRUST. 


Of Blanshard, the New York Evening 
Post, when it was a real American 
newspaper, and before being operated 
as The Evening Post, reproduced part 
of his address in Philadelphia, April 15, 
1932: “Having once captured the Gov- 
ernment and shelved the Supreme 
Court” Blanshard said, “we Socialists 
would nationalize as many large in- 
dustries as we could chew and as speed- 
ily as such mastication could be ac- 
complished. We would do it peacefully 
if possible, and we would do it other- 
wise if necessary.” 

Here then, my fellow Americans is 
your challenge for the expected ap- 
pointment of Frankfurter, characteriz- 
ed by President Theodore Roosevelt, in 
a letter to said Frankfurter of Dec. 19, 
1917, as follows: “You are taking an 
attitude which seems to me to be fun- 
damentally that of Trotsky and the 
other Bolsheviki leaders of Russia; an 
attitude which may be fraught with 
mischief to this country.” Will Ameri- 
cans allow such a man as Frankfurter 
to be appointed to a position on the

Of Ezekiel we can only say that as 
an understudy of the regimentation 
system which turned Russia into a vast 
horde of slaves, he has shown his abili- 
ty by having his ideas written into the 
Bankhead Bill which has collectivized 
the operations of two million cotton 
farmers of this once land of the free. 

And now, the reader may properly 
inquire, from whence cometh this un- 
American and un-Constitutional thing 
which is throwing its baneful shadow 
athwart this fair land? 

We have before us a copy of a docu- 
ment which describes an age-old Jewish 
plot, the original of which was found in 
Munich in 1929 but written by Adam 
Weishaupt in 1789. In it is set forth the 
devilish plans of the Jewish Illuminati 
and several thousand words of this are 
reproduced in our book Are These 
Things So?

The only 
country where this code has become ef- 
fective is Soviet Russia to which pri- 
vately, and aptly and artfully, guided 
American tourists are led around by a 
gang of cut throats whose hands are 
crimsoned with the stain of unceasing 
crime. These dupes then come back to 
this Country and tell a wide mouthed 
audience of the blessings of Sovietism 
for that, in the last analysis, is what 
the BRAIN TRUSTERS and NEW 
DEALERS would thrust upon the 
people of this great Country. Did 
space permit we could prove this by re- 
producing what these eminent guides 
and advisors of the Roosevelt Admini- 
stration have said. 

That there is often an intimate rela- 
tionship between religion and education 
is axiomatic.

Continence before marriage is 
no proof of happiness afterward, said 
Dr. Lester W. Dearborn, of the Massa- 
chusetts Society for Social Hygiene. ... 
“If my own son or daughter came to me 
for advice,” he said, “I should not ad- 
vise against pre-marital relations.” 
These termites in education can be 
traced to the pernicious activities cf 
such organizations as The League 
For Industrial Democracy, many of 
whose members occupy prominent posi- 
tions in Washington. That League has 
for its slogan: PRODUCTION FOR 
USE AND NOT FOR PROFIT. It is 
Socialistic throughout and we feel 
warranted in reproducing, in the light 
of the recent action of the Socialists at 
Detroit, what a famous American once 
said, and he was a real American: 
“Socialism leads to Communism, and 
Communism leads straight to hell.” 
The Moody Monthly for July repro- 
duces some startling words from one 
of the latest appointees to Brain Trust 
activities in Washington. This is 
Stuart Chase, a shining light of the 
aforesaid League for Industrial Demo- 
cracy, who writes in his book A New 


Deal: “We know that these specula- 
tions will be met by a superior smile of 
incredulity. The funny thing about it 
is that the groups are actually begin- 
ning to form. As yet they are scatter- 
ed and amorphous; here a body of engi- 
neers, there a body of economic plan- 
ners. Watch them. They will bear 
watching. If occasion arises, join 
them. They are what H. G. Wells has 
called the open conspiracy. WHY 
SHOULD RUSSIA HAVE ALL THE 
FUN OF REMAKING THE WORLD?” 


In the light of the most tragic event 
that the citizens of any country have 
ever suffered at the hands of an alien 
race, (the Communist leaders who con- 
trol Russia are aliens—they are apos- 
tate Jews) resulting in the deliberate 
extermination of at least fifteen mil- 
lion of its intelligentia, its kulaks and 
its nobility, this fly on the axle wheel 
of this Administration’s chariot dares 
to speak of it as FUN.

SISTER PERKINS 


GETS HER WISH 





OR the first time in the Nation’s 
history, the United States Govern- 
ment was given a woman Cabinet mem- 
ber when the Roosevelt Administration 
came into power—“Madam ee 
Perkins. 


She presides over the Department of 
Labor. On the floor of Congress it has 
been said of her that she is “an old 
hand at dealing with. international 
Jewish bankers.” One of her first of- 
ficial acts was to disband the organi- 
zation so carefully built up by her pre- 
decessor to protect organized labor a- 
gainst Communism. 


It is reliably reported that the Pres- 
ident has clothed her with more pow- 
er than that possessed by any other 
Cabinet member. When he left for his 
extended ocean cruise, he placed the en- 
tire strike situation of the Country in 
her lap. He told the steel companies 
they would have to deal with her when 
they were faced with the most disas- 
trous strike in the history of the in- 
dustry. He announced that she was 
clothed with absolute power to repre 
sent him. 


Some of the representatives sent out 
from her Department to deal with 
strikes and acts of mob violence, in 
different sections of the country, are 
known to be Communists who are tak- 
ing sides with the radicals that are re- 
sponsible for tearing the Nation’s flesh 
by precipitating anarchy at the present 

ime. 


Since the first great demand of 
Communism is to destroy the Christian 
religion, the columns of a_ religious 
magazine such as The Defender, is the 
logical place to consider a serious mat- 
ter of this kind. 


In Cleveland, Ohio, Sister Perkins - 


recently sought’ to deliberately encour- 


age mob violence. Her public ‘state- 
ment at that time was sufficient to 
warrant her immediate removal from 
the Cabinet. Here is what she said: 


“THERE ISN’T A FIRST CLASS 
STRIKE IN AMERICA. WHY DO 
THE AMERICAN PEOPLE GET 
THE ‘JITTERS’ WHEN THE WORD 
‘STRIKE’ IS MENTIONED? IS IT 
SO TERRIBLE THAT PEOPLE 
LEAVE WORK AND REFUSE TO 
COME BACK UNTIL THEY GET 
SOMETHING THEY WANT?” 


With the awful tension that existed 
in the Country when this statement 
was made, she was in position to know 
that it would be like a flame to ignite 
the fuse that would bring on a confla- 
gration. 


It worked! The American people were 
quick to get the jitters! Blood began 
flowing instantly in the streets of Tole- 
do, Cleveland, Minneapolis, San Fran- 
cisco and many other cities. The Com- 
munists began digging deeper into the 
labor unions of the Country than ever 
before. Acts of violence suddenly 
broke out everywhere. The United 
States soon discovered that it was over 
a seething volcano and that strikes 
were evidently being regulated from 
Washington. 


Sister Perkins was not approved by 
the American Federation of Labor 
prior to her appointment. The leaders 
at the top of the Union have always 
sought to keep the organization im- 
mune to Communism and radicalism. 
But the Roosevelt policies have opened 
the way for the Reds to do incompar- 
able harm by boring into various local 
Union organizations as has been the 
case in San Francisco. 


Arthur Brisbane says: “It is no sec-_ 
ret that provisions of NRA, ordering 
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all employers to negotiate with work- 
ers’ representatives, have helped to in- 
crease labor unrest.” 


The ring-leader of the awful situa- 
tion which came to exist in San Fran- 
cisco, almost over night, is a foreigner 
by the name of Harry Bridges. He is 
described as being “dynamic, alert, 
lean, with a prominent nose and sharp 
eyes—a man of mystery—who has a 
personal bodyguard of 300 supporters; 
he is the most powerful factor in the 
San Francisco situation.” 


A United Press report says: “Brid- 
ges is distinctly of the Left wing of the 
Labor movement. Plainly, he is versed 
in the philosophy and theory and tact- 
ics of the Third Internationale. His 
qualities of leadership perhaps are his 
greatest asset. He can rally men 
around him and by public speaking in- 
flame their emotions. He has magnet- 
ism in his oratory. He always is ag- 
gressive. He speaks often with the 
fire of a zealot. He is an expert agita- 
tor. 


Men of this type are moving steadily 
ahead in the Labor Unions of the 
Country. The signs are ominous. Their 
policies do not represent the attitude 
of leaders like Mr. William Green, at 
the top of the American Federation of 
Labor, but that such men can do great 
harm is shown by the serious situation 
they have been able to create by con- 
centrating their efforts on the Pacific 
coast. Their energies are of course 
directed from Moscow. 


The sane attitude of the American 
Federation of Labor regarding Com- 
munism is reflected in a statement just 
published by Mr. Matthew Woll, the 
third Vice President of the organiza- 
tion. 


Mr. Woll vigorously condemns Com- 
munism in all its forms, and says: 
“The Third Internationale of Moscow 
demands and gets implicit obedience 
from the Communist Party of Ameri- 
ca.’ 


His timely article concludes with the 
following statement of facts: 


“The Communist Party of the Unit- 
ed States, headed by Earl Browder, 
and the Trade Union Unity League, 
American branch of the Red Interna- 
tional of Labor Unions, headed by Wil- 
liam Z. Foster, both are making fren- 
zied—but coldly calculated and strate- 
gic—efforts for strangle holds which 
would make any activity by Uncle Sam 
most difficult if Stalin were to strike 
in the Western Hemisphere. 


“For the reader who belittles Com- 
munism in America as a mere ‘handful 
of Reds’, here is a tabloid summary 
from Communist sources: 


“Dues paying Communist Party 
membership, 24,500. These are train- 
ed, tried and proven revolutionists. 
There were only about 50,000 Commun- 
ist Party members in Russia at the be- 
ginning of October, 1917. 


“Self-styled ‘Revolutionary Unions’ 
of the Trade Union League, 225,000. 


“Mass organizations through which 
we work, composed of affiliates, aspir- 
ants to party membership and sym- 
pathizers, 500,000. 


“Press: Nine dailies—of which but 


one, The Daily Worker, is in English: 
circulation, 220,000. Periodicals,.in ex-_

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Russian Atrocities 


By Rev. Oswald J. Smith, Pastor The Peoples Church, Toronto, Canada. 





op eg DZERJINSKY, a_ powerful 
Jew, known as the Inhuman Mon- 
ster, who was the founder and 
head of the Ogpu, (Soviet system 
of secret police) is said to have 
been responsible for the mur- 
ders of nearly 2,000,000 men and wom- 
en. As a matter of fact, when his fun- 
eral service was held, a fellow Soviet 
leader in an effort to eulogize him, de- 
clared that he had no less than the 
deaths of 1,956,650 men and women to 
his credit. 


Constant Reigns of Terror 

We are told that hundreds were done 
away with on the basis of evidence 
furnished by child spies, children from 
the hordes of orphans left by the revo- 
lution. These outcasts came to be 
known as “little wolves”. They wan- 
dered from city to city, crossing the 
country in bands, robbing and killing. 


Russia, so it is stated, has no less than 
50,000 secret spies whose barbarous 
practices are notorious the world over. 
These inhuman monsters of cruelty 
freely shoot their prisoners or deport 
them to the timber camps of Northern 
Russia and Siberia for the most insig- 
nificant offences. They have kept up 
their constant reigns of terror for over 
sixteen years. Many thousands of in- 
nocent victims have been sent to the 
islands of Solovetsky in the White Sea, 
some for years, others for life. Their 
work is to cut down trees. And to do 
this they have to stand in ice water. 
Their food is so poor, consisting for 
the most part of weak soup, that they 
die off by the thousands. Multitudes of 
Christians have been banished to these 
regions for no crime against the Soviet 
government except that they were be- 
lievers in God. 


The women prisoners suffer the most 
for they are at the mercy of the Red 
guards. If they seek to protect them- 
selves, they are instantly shot. If they 
are found to be with child they are put 
to death. 


Reliable reports state that prisoners 
arrested by the Ogpu were herded, in 
one instance, into a narrow passage- 
way with a door on either side. Sud- 
denly, says Prince Lieven, in describ- 
ing the scene, a panel opened in one of 
the doors and a machine gun commenced 
to pour its ieadened builets into them, 
so that they were mowed down like 
rats. Even while some of the wounded 
still lived, so he says, the passage way 
was flooded with water and the bodies 
washed into a cellar. After dark they 
were taken outside the city and burned. 


Furthermore, continues the Prince, 
it was a frequent practice for a prison- 
er unaware of his danger, to be taken 
into a small room so that a guard could 
creep up behind him and shoot him 
with a silent pistol. 


“A Gruesome Hell” 


Rev. Louis Richard Patmont, who 
speaks the Russian language fluently, 
and who travelled throughout Russia 
and Siberia by himself and saw things 
with his own eyes, in his book, T 
Mystery of Iniquity writes as follows: 

“In place of the workers’ paradise, 


Russia has been changed into a grue- 
some hell of suffering and starvation. 


“Sweeping changes for the worse are 
taking place. Russia is bleeding from 
many wounds. The more than 150,- 
000,000 people of that vast area of ap- 
proximately a million and a_ half 
square miles, extending from the Baltic 
Sea to the Pacific Ocean and from the 
frigid shores of the Artic to the torrid 
steppes of Turkestan, are undergoing 
untold suffering. The remnant of the 
best blood of Russia is being extermin- 
ated. Individual effort in industry, 
commerce, and art, as well as the right 
of religious worship, are being stran- 
gled. The people, with the exception of 
the terrorists themselves and the Red 
Army, are in the throes of starvation 
and want. A very large percentage of 
the population has been thrown into 
turmoil and confusion. The masses 
have become discouraged and dishear- 
tened.” 


By reason of years of residence in 
various countries of Europe and ot 
knowledge of the European languages, 
including the Russian, and by avoiding 
Soviet “tours”, Dr. Patmont was able 
to tour the interior of Kussia and get 
at the real situation and to corroborate 
the unbiased evidence of others like- 
wise equipped 

“Wherever we went,” he writes, ‘the 
cooperatives and the government stores 
were unable to supply the needs of the 
people. ‘Lhe bread tines, made up of 
those who possessed tood cards, often 
extend many blocks. Women and chil- 
dren were obliged to wait for hours to 
get the coveted victuals. ‘Ihe bitter 
cold did not cause them to give up their 
turn tor the purpose oi purchasing 
bread, sugar, milk, or clotning. ‘lhe 
most pathetic sight of all was the great 
number of homeess children, herded to- 
gether at the railway stations. ‘Theirs 
are the most pathetic, appealing taces 
in all the worid. ‘The people generally 
were virtually in rags. ven the best 
dressed were uniformly drab. 


“Dirty old trams crawled around the 
streets, crowded with miserable-loox- 
ing people in whom hope seemed dead. 
‘Lhe women conductors wore men’s caps 
and lacked all teminine refinement and 
charm. lt seemed as though some one 
had cast a spell upon the people, for- 
bidding them to think or teel or plan 
for the future. A hard chilling at- 
mospnere ot fear and suspicion held 
them enthralled. They stood about the 
streets in huddles, seemingly because 
there was nownere else to go, and be- 
cause, in fine weather, the streets were 
preterable to the overcrowded ill- 
smelling moving picture shows or to 
the ten metres of floor space which is 
their official allowance for a ‘home’.” 

Iver Bryce, writing in the Toronto 
Daily Star, says: “1 most solemnly 
aver that I would rather lead the lite 
of a convict in Dartmoor prison than 
that of an ordinary member of the 
Russian proletariat. The convict is in 
every way more to be envied. He has 
better food, better clothes, more in- 
terests, and, above all, the most impor- 
tant thing there is—the hope of better

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days to come.” 

Dr. Patmont declares that “Cut 
throats and adulterers are held up by 
the Communists as heroes and ex- 
amples for youth to follow. Often, an 
entire family or else numerous unrelat- 
ed persons, of mixed sexes, dwell in a 
single room.” 

War Against the Saints 

Speaking of priests and ministers, he 
says that they have been placed in the 
eighth class affected by the food or- 
dinances, and therefore can anticipate 
only starvation. 

Regarding church properties his 
statement is as follows: “In 1929 
alone, 1,370 church properties were 
either confiscated or destroyed, and 
since then, other thousands of build- 
ings used for religious worship have 
been closed.” 

Furthermore, Dr. Patmont tells us 
that 1,000,000 prisoners are confined 
on the Solovetsky Islands in the White 
Sea. At Kyem there are scores of 
ministers who have been cut off from 
communication with their people and 
are being tortured to death in over- 
heated cells. Others have been placed 
in filthy, vermin infected unheated 


cells where their lives are being slow- 
ly snuffed out, due to such exposure, 
or the ravages of typhus. 


- But why continue? No government 
since the days of Nero has been guilty 
of such atrocities, and atlast the 
world is beginning to learn the facts. 
The suffering of the Saints in Russia 
today is far worse than the early 
Church endured. Dr. Patmont’s evi- 
dence cannot be brushed aside. He had 
an interview with President Roosevelt 
before Russian recognition was grant- 
ed by America. The President sat up 
most of the night, so he was inform- 
ed, reading his book The Mystery of 
Iniquity. And yet Russia was official- 
ly recognized by the United States. 
Powerful forces must have been push- 
ing the President from behind the 
scenes. 


“How long, O Lord?” is the cry from 
millions of Russian hearts and from 
Christians the world over. And the 
answer must beleft with God. Why 
He permits such atrocities we do not 
know. When they will end we cannot 
say. Our only hope is in prayer. If 
the whole Christian world were to cry 
mightily on behalf of Russia, some- 
thing would surely happen. God has 
promised to hear His people. Let us 
not fail Him—and them. 





WAR IN THE EAST

ag enna shied to recent dispatcnes 
+ Japan has fifty-two aerodromes in 
Manchuria and has already construct- 
ed tens of thousands of miles of rail- 
way. Poison gas factories and factor- 
ies for barbed-wire, aeroplanes, etc., 
are being built. A new port for war 
ships is also under construction. 


Russia,’ on the other hand, claims 
to have 400 bombing planes as well as 
numerous pursuit planes. General Ur- 
ishkin of the Red Army believes that 
Russia could defeat Japan. He relies, 
so he has stated, on the Far Eastern 
Army. 


The Russian Army is now able to 
exist on Siberia and does not, there- 
fore, have to draw its supplies from 
Moscow. 

Russia claims to have 23 divisions of 
infantry under arms in the Far East. 
Each division has 12,000 men and con- 
sists of three regiments and one bat- 
talion. 

Moreover, the Reds have 5,000 pieces 
of field artillery, 500 trench mortars, 
900 small tanks, 400 medium tanks and 
a good many heavy battle tanks, 50,- 
000 machine guns and some aeroplanes 
according to a report in the Daily 
Star, Toronto. 

Continuing, the Star’s correspondent 
states that Russia has double tracked 
the Trans-Siberian railway. That was 
a tremendous undertaking. It took 
100,000 men, slave labor, a whole year 
to complete it. Moreover, a railway 
has been constructed from the centre 
of Russia to the Far East. Another 
railway 2,000 miles long runs along the 
Manchurian border. This also was 
built by Russia. But that is not all. 
Russia is still building railways and 
constructing huge locomotives. 


The Red Army in Europe, so the 


General already quoted, states, number 
600,000 under arms with a reserve of 
two million and a half, and in addition 
five million militia. 

Japan, he believes, can only put 2 
divisions in the field. Whereas, Rus- 
sia has 386 divisions ready for any 
emergency in the Far East. 

This is the latest news that has come 
from Russian sources. How true it is 
we can not say. The statements are 
those of a General who happened to be 
representing his country in Paris. The 
Star’s newspaper correspondent got in 
touch with him and obtained the in- 
formation herewith given. 


Preparing for the Show Down 

It is certainly apparent to the entire 
world that Japan and Russia are pre- 
paring for a show down. All this huge 
expenditure is not for nothing. Russia 
had allowed her people to starve in or- 
der to equip her army and prepare for 
defence purposes. How long war may 
be averted no one can say. It will de 
terrible when it comes. 

As I understand prophecy there are 
three major conflicts just before us. 
The first has to do with the kings of 
the East and will in all probability find 
its fulfillment in the war between Ja- 
pan and Russia. This conflict will 
then lead up to the second. Russia and 
Germany amalgamated will turn 
against Great Britain, Italy, France, 
America, etc., the countries that will 
be known at the time as the Revived 
Roman Empire. This war will be wag- 
ed in Palestine where the Northern 
Armies will have sought a “spoil”, ac- 
cording to Ezekiel. The third and last 


war, or battle, will be Armageddon. 


It is because of these striking pre- 
dictions that the eyes of Bible students 
are turned toward the present situa- 





tion in the Far East. For the Russia- 
Japanese struggle may be the begin- 
ning of the End.

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WORLD CORPORATION AND WORLD 
DICTATOR

[LER AS ONAL affairs, in chang- 
ing rapidity, produce ominous days 
in which none can guess what’s next be- 
cause the world has lost its equilibrium 
in politics, religion, commerce, _ busi- 
ness and trade. All things are topsy- 
turvy, inside out and right side down, 
in this the closing period of this re- 
markable and wonderful age. Signs are 
everywhere apparent that we are now 
in the rapids, headed for the gigantic 
falls of a universal catastrophe as pre- 
dicted by the Prophets and Christ and 
the Apostles. The coming of the Lord 
draws nigh. 

Christ Himself is the Stone referred 
to by the Prophet Daniel that would 
take control of the earth at the time of 
His personal coming (Matt. 21:33-46). 
The Apostle Peter makes it clear that 
Christ is the living Stone rejected by 
the Jews (2 Pet. 2:4,8) and that in the 
last days religious professors would 
scoff at the premillennial personal, 
visible and glorious return of the Lord: 
(2 Pet. 3:3-7) “Knowing this first, that 
there shall come in the last days scof- 
fers, walking after their own lusts, 
and saying, Where is the promise of 
his coming? for since the fathers fell 
asleep. all things continue as they were 
from the beginning of the creation. For 
this they willinglv are ignorant of, that 
by the word of God the heavens were 
of old, and the earth standing out of 
the water and in the water: Whereby 
the world that then was, being over- 
flowed with water, perished: But the 
heavens and the earth. which are now, 
bv the same word are kept in store, re- 
served unto fire against the day of 
judgment and perdition of ungodly 
men.” 

In these closing days we see all about 
us unsual unanimity, remarkable feder- 
ution, gigantic combination and univer- 
sal consolidation which means an 
eventual world corporation with the 
slogan “Amalgamation or Annihila- 
tion.” Controlling forces and interests 
of the whole world are acquiring “one 
mind.” This state and condition, just 
preceding the soon coming end of the 
age, was foretold by the Apostle John 
on the Isle of Patmos: (Rev. 17:13-17) 
“These have one mind, and shall give 
their power and strength unto the 
beast.” 

The final stage of World Corporation 
will be reached when the Antichrist 
comes as the World Dictator to rule 
with supreme control. This one system 
of world control is being born of indus- 
trial science. combined with education, 
industry and government and will put 
over one unified united system that will] 
possess all nations and people with one 
corporate mind. and such a world cor- 
poration will displace all governments 
and make all nations helpless in, and 
subject to, one corporate Head (the 
Beast of Revelation 13:1-10, and 17: 
12-17), who will by his super-contro] 
direct all phases of life, channels of 
business, avenues of society, walks of 
men; all social castes, nationalities, and 
peoples will be formed into a so-called 
World Brotherhood, but Scripture plain- 
ly declares that it will be cast down: 


(Ezk. 38:21-23) “And I will call for a 
sword against him throughout all my 
mountains, saith the Lord God: every 
man’s sword shall be against his bro- 
ther. And I will plead against him 
with pestilence and with blood; and I 
will rain upon him, and upon his bands, 
and upon the many people that are with 
him, an overflowing rain, and great 
hailstones, fire, and brimstone. Thus 
will I magnify myself, and _ sanctify 
myself; and I will be known in the eyes 
of many nations, and they shall know 
that I am the Lord.” 


There are now many visionary au- 
thors, misguided statesmen and schem- 
ing politicians who think a World Cor- 
poration anda World Brotherhood will 
be a cure-all for social injustices. Thus 
they would rectify the world’s troubles 
and bring all nations and people togeth- 
er in a League of Nations and a League 
of Religions. But they do not know 
that Satan stands behind and is ener- 
gizing all these world movements for 
corporation in government, politics, 
commerce, industry, society, apostate 
religion and false pride, and in due 
time will furnish the Beast ruler spok- 
en of in Daniel (7:7,23-28) and Revela- 
tion (Chapters 13 and 17) who will be 
the prince or god of this world (John 
16:11; 2 Cor. 4:3,4; Eph. 2: 1-8). We 
see that man’s Utopia will end in a 
world tribulation, (Dan. 12:1; Mat. 24: 
21; Rev. 7:14) which tribulation can 


only be ended by the Lord’s return 
(Mat. 24:27-31) and the Battle of Ar- 
mageddon (Rev. 16:12-16). 


THE WORLD WIDE COMMERCIAL 
COMBINE TRUST AND “GET TO- 
GETHERNESS” OF EVERYTHING. 


Since 1900, or shortly after the 20th 
century began, there has been a get- 
together spirit right or wrong, along 
all lines. Today there is everywhere a 
striving for huge trusts and combines 
in the business world, and this spirit 
is fast shaping things up for the pre- 
dicted time when the Beast or Anti- 
christ shall appear upon the scene and 
will gain complete control of every 
phase of commerce because the gigantic 
trusts will immediately place _ their 
capital at his disposal and the indust- 
ries of the world which are in the hands 
of a few men, and being used for their 
own profit, will be turned over to the 
Antichrist in order to protect both 
their original investments and interests. 


Consolidations today are taking place 
among the big banks of the country, 
the state and inter-state railways, the 
bus and freight lines, and oceanic trav- 
el and cargo boats, with all other traf- 
fic systems, industries, and manufactur- 
ers of every sort. All are now practi- 
cally in the hands of a few wealthy syn- 
dicates. Recently in the United States 
the radio, telegraph and telephone sys- 
tems came under federal censorship, 
thus making it possible to eliminate in- 
dividual interests and private owner- 
ship. Therefore, we see the tendency is 
to freeze out all smaller companies and 
independent firms unless they enter their 
own particular combines, hence com- 
merce is headed for both state owner- 
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ship and censorship. 

God’s Word makes plain that every- 
thing will become so standardized that 
such a state of affairs will develop until 
a condition will be reached known as 
the great tribulation, during which time 
all private ownership will cease and 
world commerce will be brought under 
one head with one controlling hand: 
(Rev. 18:17) “And that no man might 
buy or sell, save he that had the mark, 
or the name of the beast, or the num- 
ber of his name.” 


In this present age of mechanical 
mass production by the wealthy syndi- 
cates there exists a universal boycott 
spirit to intimidate anyone who dares 
to resist. When the Beast or Anti- 
christ comes, who is spoken of in the 
18th chapter of Revelation as the mas- 
ter head and mind of the world, he will 
have at his hand world microphones to 
speak through, and with the press cen- 
sored and other news facilities at his 
command, he will make his’ wishes 
known and will grip every nation, com- 
munity, and individual in such a short 
space of time that within a few hours 
he will make the world to lie helplessly 
at his feet unable to resist even his 
whims. 

This period will be known as already 
suggested as the great tribulation, and 
will crush out every individual thought 
and action and cause independent minds 
to suffer the vilest tyranny that has 
ever been witnessed in the history of 
the world, according to the Prophet 
Daniel. God’s Word also makes it clear 
that all who resist the Antichrist will 
suffer starvation and martyrdom (Rev. 
6:1-17). 

Everywhere about us we see the 
gradual amalgamation of all trade 
centers, and this process of consolida- 
tion will continue uninterrupted, headed 
for an all embracing world wide mono- 
poly. The recent London economic 
conference with sixty-six nations repre- 
sented, boldly discussed a world corpor- 
ation in different matters, and outlined 
a platform whereby universal control 
can be ultimately realized and staged 
under one head. Today everywhere, we 
see commerce being unified into power- 
ful combines and gigantic trusts with 
ironbound federations that absolutely 
control the sources, also the supply and 
distribution. The only conclusion is, 
it will be but a short time until the 
industry of the whole world will be 
owned, controlled and operated by one 
huge single trust. 

The labor world is also drunk with 
the spirit of federation, unions, co- 
operative societies, leagues, clubs, 
guilds, and other forms of organization 
which have but “one mind” and that is 
to regulate and operate things for their 
own profit. All these together will give 
unyielding loyalty to the Beast or Anti- 
christ through their atheistic Socialism 
and Communism which already boasts 
of power to rule God off the throne and 
municipalize the world concerning all 
civic matters, industries, politics, and 
nationalization. This means the deifica- 
tion of man and humanizing of God. 


THE WORLD WIDE POLITICAL 
COMBINE AMALGAMATION AND 
FEDERATION OF NATIONS 


The nations today have a craving de- 
sire to combine amalgamate, and fed- 
erate. They prove this by their con- 
stant alliances, both openly and secret- 
ly. The plan is to submerge all smaller 
nations. These activities have been go- 


ing on in constant change until the re- 
shuffling has so changed the map of 
the world that we now read in the press 
about the proposed “United States of 


*Europe” and a world federal govern- 


ment cooperating to prevent another 
world war. 

In June 1934, Premier Benito Mus- 
solini of Italy, and Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler of Germany, who are the two 
most feared rulers in the world today, 
had a conference in Venice, but did 
not give the details of their conversa- 
tions to the world press, hence one can 
readily surmise the portent of such a 
conference. For example, God’s Word 
declares that there will be ten kings 
in Western Europe who will federate 
together in the closing days and will 
choose for themselves the Beast of 
Revelation 18, as their head. The 
Apostle John also tells us that these 
ten horns are ten kings who will give 
oe a? to the Antichrist (Rev. 17: 

ap (i) 

It is reported that the leaders of 
world Jewry will select for themselves 
a world leader in 1984 or 1935. This 
leader may be a Gentile. Prophecy de- 
clares that, “The people of the Prince 
that shall come shall destroy the city 
and the sanctuary” (Dan. 9:26). The 
people of the Prince were, the Romans 
under the Roman general Titus de- 
stroyed Jerusalem in 70 A. D., accord- 
ing to Christ’s prophecy in Luke, chap- 
ter 21, verses 20-24. Christ also told 
us in His parable of the fig tree that 
national Israel would revive, and this 
Jewish national revival began with 
Zionism in 1897, with its first confer- 
ence at Basle, Switzerland that year, 
and Christ declared that “when ye see 
these things” you would know that the 
end of the age was near, (Luke 21: 
29-33). 

If according to the prophet Daniel 
the people who destroyed Jerusalem 
would be Romans, and history proved 
were Romans, then “the Prince that 
shall come” will also be a Roman. Who 
knows but what the Jews will choose 
Mussolini for their world leader? If 
so, he would have to be the first Beast 
of Revelation 13: (Rev. 13:1-10), and 
would be the head of the ten highly 
civilized nations referred to in the 
prophecy. As head he would be sup- 
reme controller of these kingdoms and 
they would hold the balance of world 
power, hence such a ruler would be- 
come instantly such an one that the 
whole world would declare as the pro- 
phecy stated: “WHO IS LIKE UNTO 
THE BEAST? WHO IS ABLE TO 
MAKE WAR WITH HIM?” 

According to Rev. 17:18-14, the 
Beast, and his vassal kings, in their 
hearts are of one mind and give their 
kingdoms to the Beast “until the words 
of God shall be fulfilled” (Rev. 17:17). 
The real power of the world will be in 
the hands of the Beast (Rev. 13:2-7; 
17:16, 17). Read Revelation, chapter 
19:11-21, and you will see how Christ 
will overthrow the World Corporation 
and its World Dictator. 

THE WORLD WIDE RETJGIOUS 
COMBINE UNION AND CONGLOM- 
ERATION OF APOSTATES 


For years the churches have had a 
world fever for big combinations and 
unions. This anti-Christ desire for 
combination will ultimately result in 
an unbelieving apostate church domi- 
nated by Rome which will seek to en- 
force a world religion. Frequently in 


church conference discussions, church 
union is discussed regardless of Bibli- 
cal differences and there seems to be 
one idea among such unsaved leaders, 
and that is to form a gigantic religious 
union organization, and their slogan 
is that they might present a “united 
front” to the world. 


God’s Word plainly declares that the 
church’s power is in Jesus Christ Who 
has all power, and that the church’s 
mission is to win believers to Christ 
and baptize them in the name of the 
Father, the Son and the Holy Ghost, 
(Matt. 28:18—20). Scripture declares 
that the church’s power lies in the act 
of complete separation from the world, 
(I John 2:15—17). This is the exact 
opposite of the ambition of our modern 
apostate religious leaders. It seems 
that everything in the realm of religion 
is working toward centralization, and 
of course this means spiritual and 
moral declension as we are gradually 
approaching the unification of all de- 
nominations and religious systems into 
what the prophecies call: “Mystery, 
Babylon the Great, The Mother of Har- 
lots, and Abominations of the Earth” 
(Rev. 17:1—5). 

The church of Rome which calls it- 
self the one “universal church” has al- 
ways been out to gain world control, 
that is, to bring the world under its 
complete domination. The book of 
Revelation has given us a picture of 
this in the 17th chapter, when the 
apostate church, the Mother of Harlots, 
and her unbelieving and unrepentant 
Protestant daughters, who aped the 
true church the Bride of Christ, will 
lead the world in setting up a univer- 
sal religious trust. These harlot daugh- 
ters are represented today by the so- 
called Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ in America. God’s Word 
makes plain that ultimately the eccle- 
siastical Babylon, which Scripture de- 
signates as “the great whore” will be 
destroyed by the very political power 
she united with as a_ godless world 
power, seeking world control (Rev. 17: 
16—18). 

The Antichrist will determine to 
make himself the sole and only object 
of worship (2 Thess. 2:3,4; Rev. 13:5; 
17:16). All those who refuse to wor- 
ship him will suffer persecution and 
martyrdom. The true church in the 
Age of Grace will have already been 
taken up and out of the earth by the 
Holy Spirit which indwells every be- 
liever (Rom. 8:11, 21—23, 29, 30, 35— 
39; I Cor. 15:20—23, 51—58; I Thess. 
5:18—18). The Beast, determined to 
be the center of all world power, polit- 
ical, commercial, and social, will also 
be the center of all religious authority, 
and will demand that the entire world 
make him the object of worship, and 
will put to death both Jew and Gentile 
who does not bow down to _ himself

turn against Rome and its apostate 
offspring. 

The world was never in a position as 
it is right now. All forces, now in- 
sidiously working, are being powerfully 
moved toward that one object as the 
supreme climax of a civilization which 
is fast headed for the rapids.

F. ARE living in a grand and aw- 

ful time. The church is approach- 
ing its Gethsemane. Judgment must 
needs commence at the house of God.

The attacks 
of the Enemy upon the impregnable 
rock of God’s Word, the dignity and 
deity of the Lord Jesus, as well as the 
church, which is His body, are signs of 
the times and are certain indications 
that “the coming of the Lord draweth 
nigh”.

The 
shadow of the Antichrist is cast upon 
an unbelieving generation. Rebellion 
is in the air.

In connection with the great aposta- 
sy, it is rather surprising to observe 
that Rome itself does not deny that she 
is spiritual Babylon. A book by Car- 
dina] Manning, published in 1861, en. 


titled “The Present Crisis of the Holy 
See Tested by Prophecy”, presents 
much evidence to the effect that the 
teachings of the church of Rome de- 
clare that Babylon the Great, is a sym- 
bol of Rome. To quote: “We read of 
the city of Rome, that she said in the 
pride of her heart ‘I sit as a queen and 
am no widow and sorrow I shall not 
see.’ ‘Therefore, shall her plagues 
come in one day, death and mourning 
and famine, and she shall be burned 
with fire, because God is strong who 
shall judge her’ (Apoc. 18:7,8). Some 
of the greatest writers of the church 
tell us that in all probability, the last 
overthrow of the enemy of God, the 
city of Rome itself will be destroyed: it 
will be a second time punished by the 
Almighty God... . 


“The writers of the church tell us 
that in the latter days the city of Rome 
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will probably become apostate from the 
CHURCH, 65.5 


The fact that Manning declares that 
this apostasy consists of a falling away 
from the Papacy, should not change the 
facts of the above proposition. Every 
thinking man knows that prophecy is 
being fulfilled. 


“The dry bones of the House of Is- 
rael” are beginning to take on sinews 
and flesh. There are signs of life and 
activity. Palestine is being restored 
to her promised splendor and beauty. 
Israel is returning to its homeland. 
The wealth of the Dead Sea has become 
a bone of contention among the great 
powers which no doubt will culminate 
into “the great battle of God Almigh- 
ty.’ 


Christians have every reason to con- 
tend more earnestly for the faith which 
was once delivered unto the saints 
(Jude 3). The gospel of Jesus Christ 
sti]l has the same power. We must 
contend for it with zeal and earnest- 
ness. Every spiritual movement on re- 
cord had greater strength and possess- 








ed more unction and power when it 
started than after it had been going 
for a time. Its usefulness gradually 
weakens, ’till it is reduced to mere form 
and dies. Only a return to the old time 
apostolic fervor and power can save 
the church from the inevitable disinte- 
gration and death. 


There is no question but what Satan 
will oppose to the last possible ditch 
all aggressive spiritual forces threaten- 
ing his kingdom and lifting high the 
banner of the cross. No means will be 
overlooked, nov any effort untried to 
defeat God’s people and to render their 
efforts unavailing to save man from 
sin.

When Israel ceased to carry on the 
program of God, they were sent into 
captivity.

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Pencil Points 
— A Message For Children —

oe boys and girls! 


Let’s hold a guessing match. I 
have something in my hand which you 
cannot now see. But I really believe 
that many of you can, and will, guess 
what it is. 

I could almost hear some of you 
brighter readers saying to yourselves, 
“It’s a pencil!” Well, that’s just what 
it is. Indeed, I have several pencils, 
and I want us to study together your 
old and familiar friend, the lead pen- 
cil, and to see how many good “pencil 
points” we can find. 

One reason I chose to write on pen- 
cils is that every girl and boy has one. 
Yet I doubt if any one of you knows 
all about the pencil. Let us see about 
that. 

First, how do we get pencils? “Man- 
ufactured”, you say. But from what 
are they made? “Wood and _ lead.” 
Yes, what kind of wood? “Pine and 
cedar”, you say. The cheaper ones use 
pine, the best cedar. Then every pen- 
cil once grew in a tree! Trees stand- 
ing out in the forest do some good, but 
not nearly so much as when they are 
changed into pencils. 

It is just so with youngsters. So 
long as they live in a wild, uneducated, 
unsaved state, they do little good for 
themselves or others. But when they 
are made over—saved and educated, 
their true usefulness begins. 

The boy or girl who cannot read or 
write, who is ignorant, and lives in sin, 
should be pitied. No one finds much 
use for them. They are like a piece of 
round wood without lead; or they are 
like a lead pencil unsharpened—useful 
to nobody. 


I wish you could see this collection of 
pencils I have. They remind me of 
boys and girls with whom I meet. Here 
is a short one—who likes a “short” 
playmate? Certainly, “Nobody”! 


Now here is a blue pencil, and I dis- 
like it. Live right every day, and you 
will never be “blue”. Be too busy to 
be “blue”! Work hard, and you work 
off sadness and loneliness. 

Then here is a fancy pencil. It is all 
fixed up with a fancy holder for the 
lead. Instead of sharpening it, you 
turn the top to the right and the point 
comes out for use. After all, only the 
lead is useful. Just so, these fancily 
fixed up folk, though stylish, amount to 
no more than plain people, unless they 
are more useful. 

Here is a pencil that reminds me of 
the girls. It is painted red. Why? 
“To make it look pretty,” you say. If 
pencils grew red, they would not need 
to be painted red. Even so it is with 

irls. The healthy, normal girl will 
Fave red and pretty cheeks without 
paint. Paint on a girl’s cheeks tells us 
the girl is not pretty without painting! 


“Cheeks, cheeks, red as roses, 

Each one looks like a bunch of posies; 
What makes your cheeks so rosy and red? 
Bread and butter, and early to bed; 
Plenty of water, mamma said, 

Makes our cheeks se rosy and red”. 


If you were handed a crooked pencil 
by the merchant, would you keep it or 
turn it back? You would have no use 
for it, would you? Nor do busy men 
have any use for “crooked” helpers. 'To 
get good jobs you must be straight— 
honest, truthful, reliable. “Crooked” 
boys and girls are no more needed than 
are crooked pencils. 


My pencil has a name on it. I read: 
“American Pencil Co.” All good pen- 
cils carry the names of their makers. 
The makers of cheap, poor pencils are 
ashamed to put their names on their 
pencils. Whose name do you have? 
“My own,” do you say? Hardly. You 
came into this world with your father’s 
sir-name, then your parents added 
what we call “a given name”. But do 
you have also your Maker’s name? Are 
you caled “godly”? Can you claim 
the name “Christian”? Or does Satan 
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give you the name, “sinner”? There is 
so much in a name. It stands for 
character. 


No pencil is worth anything until 11 
is sharpened. That means that the 
wood must be cut away to so as to ex- 
pose the lead that it may be used. 
Some one has represented the pencil as 
saying: “People are always cutting on 
me! But I don’t care, for it helps me 
make my mark in the world”! The un- 
cut pencil is the unused pencil. 


Many boys and girls get the habit of 
complaining because some one is “ai- 
ways cutting” on them. They wou! 
selfishly protect themselves. The 
world has no use for youngsters who 
are “good to themselves”. To serve 
the world we must be pointed, and to 
be pointed in our service we must have 
the “wood” cut away. When we suffer, 
it teaches us how others feel when they 
suffer, and makes us want to help re- 
lieve them of their pain. 


Have you a pointed life? Have you 
learned to be pointed in speaking clear- 
ly, and doing definitely what you 
chould? To do so you must learn to 
manage your mind, concentrate, and 


then control your tongue. But don’t go 
too far with it. Get this story: A wom- 
an had the bad habit of commenting on 
the peculiarities of others before their 
faces, to their great embarrassment. 
Her husband met an old friend whom 
he had not seen for a long time, and 
wanted to have him for dinner. His 
wife was told that this man had an 
enormous nose, and asked if she would 
refrain from comment should he be 
brought out as their guest. She vowed 
that for once she would not say a thing 
to embarrass him or her husband. He 
came, and was presented to the hostess, 
who centered her eyes on that tremen- 
dous nose! About to serve the coffee, 
she asked: “Mr. Jones, do you take 
cream and sugar in your nose”? and 
spoiled the evening for them all! Too 
much mental concentration! 

You know you buy pencils—they are 
not given away. They are worth 
something, so they cost money, How- 
ever, when I was up in Pittsburgh con- 
ducting revivals, I learned that boys 
and girls had pencils furnished by the 
State! Even then they cost the State 
of Pennsylvania much money. And 
the parents had to pay taxes which the 
State used in buying the pencils, so 
after all the pencils were not free. 
Then we should be careful with pen- 
cils. Never waste one. Do not bite 
them to pieces. Take care of them. 
They cost, and are worth all they cost. 

That reminds me of “the old maid’s 
kiss”, of which you may have heard. 
An old bachelor fell in love with an old 
maid. Later they decided to get 
married. Going to her father’s home 
to be married, the train passed through 
a short tunnel. Taking advantage of 
the dark the timid “old batch” printed 
a warm kiss upon his intended’s cheek. 
As they came out of the tunnel, with 
much excitement he announced: “That 
is a wonderful tunnel; it cost half a 
million dollars”. To which she replied, 
blushingly: “It’s worth all it cost”! 
Preserve your pencils—they cost! 

You will notice on the other end of 
the pencil a rubber cap. You erase er- 
rors with it, you know. With one end 
of the pencil you make mistakes, and 
with the other you rub them out. 

We all make mistakes, but all do not 
act the same after making them. Some 
persons act very ugly by adding mis- 
take to mistake. If we misunderstand, 
misrepresent or mistreat any one, the 
least thing we can do is to rub out that 
mistake by begging pardon and asking 
forgiveness. We add insult to injury 
when we wrong one and fail to admit 
it, regret it, and ask pardon for it. 

Finally, no pencil would be worth 
anything at all without having the old 
heart of wood removed and a new heart 
of lead laid in. It is with the pencil’s 
new heart that we write, figure, draw 
diagrams and pictures. And what is 
true of the pencil is also true of our- 
selves. With the old, natural, fleshly 
heart of sin God cannot use us. So we 
read in the Bible, “A new heart also 
will I give you”. Jesus said to Nico- 
demus, “Marvel not that I say unto 
you, Ye must be born again”. 


Only the boy and girl who confesses 
sin, repents thereof, and trusts God to 
take out the old sinful heart and put 
in a new heart of salvation, is worth 
anything more to God than a leadless

He 
knows the language and customs of his 
people far better than a “foreign” mis- 
sionary could ever hope to know them 
and is therefore better qualified to take 
the Message to the people. 

Defender “Chapels” are now being 
dotted all over the Island, presided over 
by scores of such preachers. By this 
means, thousands of precious Puerto 
Ricans are being reached who would 
not otherwise hear the glad-tidings of 
redeeming love.

Rev. and Mrs. Leonardo Mercado 
send regular reports to the Wichita 
Headquarters telling of miracles of 
Grace that are being wrought among 
the Yaqui, which is perhaps the most 
backward of all Indian tribes. 

Miss Katherine Beard and Mrs. Iva 
Lauber who were sent to the Navajos 
by The Defenders two months ago, to 
labor under the direction of the Nava- 
jo Indian Evangelization Movement are 
now stationed in happy soul-winning 
service, though the duties and their 
missionary trials are many. They are 
laboring with Godly people, Rev. and 
Mrs. B. H. Stokely, and will have soon 
mastered the Navajo language. 

At the bottom of the center column 
of this page there appears a picture of 
a Navajo summer home—a hogan. 

The following story by Miss Beard 
telling of a painful incident shows 
something of the daily routine of their 
experiences on the Field. Let no De- 
fender Reader pass lightly over this 
great Yaqui-Navajo challenge.

Gein Home To Die

ig WAS Wednesday morning, the mis- 
sion family had not yet had devo- 
tions, when looking out of the window 
one exclaimed: ‘“What’s coming? Is 
it Navajos?” Closer observation re- 
vealed three Navajos, a father with his 
twelve year old daughter, and an older 
son riding in an old rickety covered 
wagon, were approaching. They drove 
in and stopped. Immediately, the mem- 
bers of the mission went out to greet 
them. 

“Ya’-at’-eh si-k’-is! (It it good my 
friend). Greetings having been ex- 
changed, their need was the next in- 
quiry. Shortly it was learned that the 
young man who was lying in the rear 
of the so-called wagon on sheep skins, 
and dirty quilts, was very ill with tu- 
berculosis. Yea, he was near death. 
It was, indeed, a different picture of 
the same young man who one summer 
previous was strong, robust, and husky 
as any Navajo youth should ever hope 
to be. Now we see the same soul, but 
a mere skeleton for his body. See him 
lying there — chest flat, shoulders 
stooped, head bent low, a most horrid 
hump on his back, panting momentarily 
for breath. No, it would not be long 
until he would pass out into eternity. 


What had occurred, and why had he 
not come before? He had fallen from 
a horse months before; ignorance and 
superstition. had served as Satan’s em- 
issaries to prevent this one from ob- 
taining help. The heathen “medicine 
men” had been called in, and many 
“sings” had been held over the poor un- 
fortunate boy but to no avail. He grew 
worse and worse although the “med- 
icine men” had been well paid in sheep, 
coffee, and perhaps some beads. 


Then word came that a certain Hopi 
medicine man living in a nearby vil- 
lage could remove the c’-in-dih (devils) 
in miraculous ways. For this reason, 
this father who loved his boy, as you 
love yours, had driven some thirty- 
five miles in the best vehicle he had. 
Bumpety, bump, bump, they came jog- 
ging along on these rough roads with 
the sick one in the wagon. An all night 
“sing” had been held over him, and at 
last the “sorcerer” said he had found a 
devil in the shoulder and removed it in 
the form of a bone, producing a small 
bone about an inch long as his ev- 
idence. However, there was no wound 
indicating such a thing had occurred. 
In others words, the Hopi “sorcerer” 
had simply pulled a fake trick to de- 
ceive the family. Now at the end of 
their journey for heln. they come to 
the mission station asking the mission- 
aries to take the boy home in a car that 
he might be a bit more comfortable. 


As he lay on his sheep skin in our 
front yard, Mrs. Stokely (missionary) 
bent low over his frail form to see if 
he were prepared to meet his God. He 
had heard the story one Christmas at 
the mission, but had he believed? 


“Oah!” (yes) came the answer. 
“Jesus Loves Me” was sung in his na- 
tive tongue as well as other hymns 
telling the glad news of salvation. 

*It can not be long; soon he will be 
carried out to the hills to die alone 
because his loved ones fear the evil 
spirits. How sweet to know his soul 
will go to be with Jesus. Experiences 
such as this make the missionaries’ 
lives worthwhile. 

There are thousands in this land 
steeped in darkness. Imagine! In our 
own United States, 46,000 Navajos, 
half of whom have never heard the 
Gospel!

Verily we are learning again the 
truth of that old-fashioned Bible decla- 
ration: “When the wicked rule the peo- 
ple mourn.” As yet—and we are afraid 
it will be a long time—we don’t know 
what it means to give an ocular demon- 
stration that “Righteousness alone 
exalteth a nation.” 


My old fashioned Christian father 
used to teach his boys around the fam- 
ily altar: “My sons, I will never know- 
ingly vote for any man who meddles 
with a bottle—and I will never vote for 
any man for any office to whom I could 
not point my children as a moral ex- 
ample.” 

What would he say now if he could 
see in daily action the mountains of 
hypocrisy on the part of high officials 
and the mole hills of cowardice on the 
part of their truculent followers? 


Glaring, Daring, Shameless Deception 


It seems that men in public life have 
just about lost all sense of honor and 
all semblance of decency in moral lead- 
ership; and they are doing this horrible 
thing under the mandate of America’s 
greatest despotism—‘“Party Loyalty”. 


What would be considered—not only 
considered, but known to be outright 
lying in private dealing, becomes a 
party slogan and a _ national virtue 
when political bosses pronounce their 
shameless shibboleths. 

For instance, everybody knows that 
both old parties said in their platforms 
and in the declaration of their Presi- 
dential candidates, that while they 
stood for the repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment they would strenuously op- 
pose the return of the “old saloon” with 
all of its horror and hell, its slime and 
crime. Of course everybody knew that 
that was a monumental prevarication— 
a campaign deception—and, well, I hate 
to say it about our national and politi- 
cal leaders, but in face of the garish 
and unblushing deceit that we _ see 
around us on every side, it was a plain 
unmitigated, unfumigated liquor lie!

were bought; I indicted the officials 
that allowed this glaring defiance of 
law to go on right under their eyes— 
I indicted the Governor of Texas for 
signing the beer bill that made possible 
these booze joints, and I indicted the cit- 
izens of each place for electing to of- 
fice such mole hills of cowardice as the 
sheriff’s, the district attorney’s, chief 
of police and other officials, that were 
hand in glove with such wholesale and 
unblushing hypocrisy. 

This is not a condition peculiar to the 
great State of Texas. I have found 
similar conditions in many other states 
in recent travels. 


Saloon Next Door To Oldest 
Methodist Church 


If the old saloon was a place where 
intoxicating liquor was sold by the 
drink, then there is a saloon next door 
to Old John Street, New York,—the 
oldest Methodist Church in America. 
The princely pastor of that historic 
church, Dr. Francis B. Upham, invited 
me to conduct the mid-day service in 
Old John Street for two weeks in 
March. One day I entered a “Cho 
House” right next door to the Chur 
to get a lunch just before speaking, 
when lo, I found myself in a straight- 
out saloon. Over the counter to my 
left were these words “We do not serve 
drinks at our bar. Help us to stand 
by our President, and observe the state 
liquor law.” 

And yet on that very counter were 
several whiskey glasses—some con- 
tained the remains of the devilish stuff 
—glasses that had just been served to 
people sitting in the booths only a few 
steps away from that sign, where 
liquor had been served by the drink 
just as in the old days. And that was 
before New York passed the law in de- 
fiance of the promise of the National 
Democratic platform that “the old sa- 
loon will not be allowed to return.” 


What unspeakable hypocrisy! and 
alas, right in the nation’s Capital, at 
Washington, there are hotel bars, and 
practically every other kind, where 
liquor is sold by the drink, the only 
difference being that you must not 
stand up and put your foot on the brass 
rail, but sit down at a table and swig 
the liquid damnation by the quart or 
the gallon. And the tragedy is that 
our President who went from an altar 
of prayer to his inauguration, signed 
this bill for the District of Columbia, 
setting the pace for the rest of the Na- 
tion. The horror of horrors is that you 
not only find every phase and form of 
the old saloon, where hard liquor along 
with the milder kinds, is being’ sold by 
the drink in cafes, hotels and eating 
places of all kinds, but it is being 
served by beautiful girls who are 
forced to work for a living and who 
know, as one of them confessed to me 
today here in Illinois, that if she should 
refuse to serve liquor by the drink her 
job would be gone immediately. 


And thus the New Deal Tavern is 
the Old Saloon reinthroned with every 
possible angle of multiplied socia] and 


civic abuse. Hypocrisy—glaring hyp- 
ocrisy—daring hypocrisy—defiant hyp- 
at Pg scene hypocrisy! riding 
the high horses of political deceivers 
who are laughing outright at the mole 
hills of cowardice that no longer block, 
or even try to block, their ruthless 
reign of rum and ruin. 


But this we know and rejoice to 
know, that God is “bottling up the 
tears” of Mothers and wives and weep- 
ing children who are already beginning 
to suffer the pangs of hell from the 
New Deal liquor. It were better if 
those who have brought on this diabo- 
lical reign had never been born—better 
that a milestone had been tied around 
their necks in their infancy and they 
had been cast into the bottom of the 
sea, before they came forth to lead this 
Wet Parade along the American high- 
ways and the city’s crowded streets 
that are fast becoming the shambles of 
blood and death.

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WHO WILL BE TAKEN AT THE RAPTURE? 


By D. Edmond Hiebert, Ingalls, Kansas 





Ts Second Coming of Christ is not 
one single event but is rather two 
events separated by an interval of sev- 
eral years of time. There is one class 
of passages, in the New Testament 
alone, which speaks of His coming for 
His saints, as John 14:3; Phil. 3:20-21; 
I Thess, 4:18-18. Then there is that 
other class of passages, in both the Old 
and the New Testament, which speaks 
of His coming with His saints, as Zech. 
14:5; Col. 3:4; Jude 14; Rev. 19:11-14. 
The first speaks of the saints being 
“caught up” according to I Thess. 4: 
16-17; the second speaks of the Lord’s 
return with those thus _ previously 
“caught up.” The first may occur at 
any time; the second awaits the fulfill- 
ment of the first and also many other 
prophecies, 

But who will be thus “caught up” at 
the rapture? There are at present two 
views held as to this question. One 
view, advanced by some, is that there 
will be but a partial rapture of the 
saints; that only those saints that are 
“ready” for the Lord’s coming will be 
taken; that those Christians, though 
regenerated, that are “unwatchful and 
unready” will be left to pass through 
the Great Tribulation. The other view, 
held by the majority of Bible students, 
is that all truly regenerated believers 
will be “caught up”. Which one of 
these views is supported by Scripture? 
We personally are convinced that the 
latter is the Scriptural one, and that for 
the following reasons: 

1. The passages that teach about the 
rapture cannot be understood otherwise. 
In John 14:3 we have from Christ Him- 
self the first promise in Scripture of 
His coming for His own. To whom is 
He here speaking? To only Peter, 
James, and John who formed the inner 
circle among His followers? To those 
that fully understood His promise now 
given? No, He is speaking to them 
all. He uses “you” and “ye” without 
condition or restriction. He is promis- 
ing to come for those for whom He is 
now preparing those mansions (v. 2). 
And is not that for all? 


In Phil. 3:20-21 Paul is speaking 
about this “our vile body” being “fash- 
ioned like unto His glorious body” when 
He will come for His own. Will not 
this be the lot of every true saint? 
Will there be any saints whose bodies 
are not changed? Paul is holding up 
this glorious prospect “to all the 
saints which are at Philippi” (1:1), and 
not to just a select body of believers. 


Now turn to that familiar passage in 
I Thess. 4:13-18. Paul uses the pro- 
noun “we” five times in these six vers- 
es. Once (v. 15) he uses it to mean 
himself and his companions (1:1); the 
other four times it undoubtedly means 
all the Thessalonian saints as well as 
himself and those with him. And to all 
these he holds up the rapture as a com- 
fort in their sorrows. “If we believe 
that Jesus died and rose again” shows 
that he is speaking to all the saved, for 
that is the condition of salvation. (Rom. 
10:9). Yet lest anyone think that these 
Thessalonians were all “ready” for 
Christ’s return read II Thess. 3:11, 
written but a few weeks later. Or turn 
to the corollary in I Cor. 15: 
51-53, where Paul describes the sudden- 
ness of the rapture. Here again he 


thrice uses the pronoun “we” in the 
same all-inclusive manner. ‘We shall 
all be changed.” One has but to scan 
this epistle to realize that these Corin- 
thians were conducting themselves in a 
very unworthy manner. If the conduct 
of a Christian affects his participation 
in the rapture this would surely be the 
place to teach it. Yet there is not one 
hint, open or veiled, that because of 
their conduct some of these Corinthians 
would be left at the rapture. Rather, 
“We shall all be changed.” 


2. The passages usually given in sup- 
port of a partial rapture really do not 
teach it. One of these is the parable 
of the “ten virgins” (Matt. 25:1-13). 
The five foolish virgins that were shut 
out had lamps but did not have oil. 
They had a profession, lamps, but did 
not have the Holy Spirit, the oil. They 
were not born again. “If any man 
have not the Spirit of Christ, he is 
none of His.” (Rom. 8:9). Again, 
Christ said to them “I know you not,” 
a thing He could never say to any truly 
converted soul. See John 10:27: II 
Tim. 2:19. 

Another favorite text is Heb. 9:28, 
“Unto them that look for Him shall 
He appear the second time without sin 
unto salvation.” This verse does not 
teach that He is coming only for those 
that intelligently look for Him. That 
would be putting our knowledge instead 
of our standing in Christ Jesus as the 
basis of our translation. In some sense 
every believer is looking for his Sav- 
iour, for he knows it will be unutterable 
joy to be with Him, although that look- 
ing may be very imperfect or even un- 
scriptural. The believer should be in- 
telligently waiting for Christ’s return, 
= this does not decide whether or not 

e will have part in the rapture. 

Much has been said about being 
“overcomers” in order to be “caught 
up” at the rapture. Taking the prom- 
ises to the overcomers in Rev. 2 and 3, 
they say that only the best, most spir- 
itual believers are overcomers, and 
these alone will be taken. But take the 
promise to the overcomers in Sardis. 
(2:11). Will any saint, however un- 
spiritual, be “hurt of the second Death” 
which is identical with the “Lake of 
Fire” (Rev. 20:15)? Or will any be- 
liever not “eat of the tree of life” 
promised to the overcomers in Ephesus 
(2:7)? Turning to I John 5:4-5 we see 
that being an overcomer is simply the 
sign of a genuine believer. 


3. We cannot hold the view of a par- 
tial rapture because of the unscriptural 
consequences. In I Cor. 12:12-27 and 
Eph. 1:22-23 Paul very clearly states 
that every one that is saved is a mem- 
ber of the body of Christ. “The Christ” 
(I Cor. 12:12Gr.) is Christ Jesus, the 
head; and the church, the body. Now, 
if when Christ comes for His own, only 
part of the saints are taken, what be- 
comes of the unity of His body? Will 
Christ have an incomplete body? The 
church is also called the “Bride” of 
Christ (II Cor. 11:2-8). Will Christ 

resent to Himself an incomplete 

ride? (Eph. 5:27). In view of I Cor. 
12:26 will those saints “caught = 
suffer in heaven until the rest of t 
body is purified in the_ tribulation 
fires? How impossible all this would 
be, yet those are the inevitable conse- 


quences if only some saints are taken 
and others left. There is no cast sys- 
tem in the body of Christ. 

4, The view of a partial rapture is 
based upon a misapprehension of our 
standing in Christ Jesus. Every be- 
liever is perfect in Christ, not because 
of what he is, but because of where 
he is. That is his standing before God, 
regardless of how imperfect his ex- 
perience may be. Contrast I Cor. 1:2-9 
with 1:10-13. It is this standing that 
forms his title to participation in the 
rapture. The partial rapture theory 
would make our own “worthiness” the 
basis of translation, what we are in- 
stead of where we are. By grace we 
are saved, by grace we live in Christ, 
and by grace we will be taken when He 
comes for His own. 


5. We cannot accept the view of a 
partial rapture because every instance 
in Scripture where a_ separation is 
caused by the rapture we have but a 
separation of the true from the false. 
Scripture plainly teaches the presence 
of mere professors in the church all] 
through its history on earth. At the 
rapture the false will be disowned and 
the true taken. 

6. Finally, we observe the way Scrip- 
ture uses the fact of a full rapture as 
a motive to holiness. Paul, writing to 
the “carnal” Corinthians repeatedly 
stresses their standing in Christ as 
sanctified (I Cor. 1:2,80; 6:11), to 
shame their unworthy conduct. Then 
in chapter fifteen he also makes the 
resurrection to bear on the conduct 
of the believer. Having told them of 
the coming test of the believer’s works 
(3:12-15), he now says, “We shall all 
be changed.” Upon being translated all 
Christians will be brought before the 
Judgment Seat of Christ and judged 
according to their deeds. II Cor. 5:10. 
The Scriptural argument for a holy life 
is not the fear of being left behind at 
the rapture to pass through the Great 
Tribulation, but rather that we may 
not suffer loss when our works are 
judged by fire. God will not leave His 
saints behind to be purified by the Dev- 
il’s fire during the Great Tribulation, 
but He will Himself purify them in His 
own fire, a vastly more solemn thing 
than being left to pass through the 
tribulation. 

“And now, little children, abide in 
Him; that, when He shall appear, we 
may have confidence, and not be 
ashamed before Him at His coming.” 
I John 2:28.

OLONEL SANCTUARY’S name 

stands out in bold relief as one of 
the most prominent in the religious 
circles of the Nation today. His at- 
tainments as a Captain and Lieutenant 
Colonel in the United States army, as 
a scholar, orator, Fundamentalist war- 
rior for the historic “Faith of our 
Fathers”, and exponent of moral re- 
forms, all serve to inspire confidence 
in his observations concerning the con- 
spiracy of apostate Jewish leaders to 
set up a Jewish world state on the plan 
of international Communism. 


The Presbyterian magazine which 
reflects, in a large way, the sentiment 
of the denomination to which Col. Sanc- 
tuary belongs, commends this book in 
the following language: “He (Sanctu- 
ary) has recently brought together a 
quantity of startling material in his 
volume, entitled ‘Are These Things 
So?’, The book investigates subversive 
propaganda. The chapter about Lit- 
vinoff is worth the price of the book.” 


For a title to this amazing exposure 
the Author goes to Acts 7:1 which re- 
cords the question put by a Jewish high 
priest, to Stephen the first Christian 
Martyr. “Are These Things So?” 
asked the priest, and when Stephen’s 
answer failed to meet with the approv- 
al of the powerful Jews of his day, 
they were quick to mould the wave of 
sentiment against him that soon re- 
sulted in his death. 


This title to the Colonel’s book is 
most appropriate because when one 
reads chapter after chapter and con- 
templates the vast array of unanswer- 
able, documented and breath-taking 
facts assembled, which deal with the 
Jewish plot to gain world dominion— 
the reader is certain to throw up his 
hands, figuratively speaking, and ask: 
ARE THESE THINGS SO? 


Martin Luther is quoted as having 
said: “There is not, nor has there ever 
been, under the sun a people more 
bloodthirsty and revengeful than the 
Jews. They oppress and annihilate the 
other peoples, and on this ground they 
consider themselves a Chosen People.” 


Could anything be more descriptive 
of the modern Communist leaders of 
Moscow whom Col. Sanctuary charges 
with having put no less than twenty 
million Russian Gentiles to death? 


The book is dedicated to five classes 
of people: (1) To believers in the Con- 
stitution of the United States as op- 
posed to the so-called New Dealers “in- 
asmuch as some parts of the New Deal 
can be traced back to the French Revo- 
lution of 150 years ago.” 


(2) To those faithful Educators who 
have survived the atheistic attacks 
launched by deliberate planners against 
Education and still “educate without 


producing Communists or destroying 
morals.” 


(3) To Church Schools and Theologi- 
cal Seminaries which do not teach “an- 
other Gospel.” 


(4) “To loyal, genuine Americans 
everywhere who need to be aroused to 
present dangers.” 


(5) To the Jew who refuses to be 
duped and drugged by the apostate 
leaders of his race and remains “un- 
contaminated by subversive doctrines, 
whose hope lies in the Country which 
grants him liberty not obtainable else- 
where; that Jew, who seeing the men- 
ace described herein, works against 
these unholy alliances.” 


When a subject is introduced in these 
pages, the Writer never stops until he 
treats it thoroughly and from every 
angle. When he makes a startling ex- 

osure, (and he makes scores of them) 

e buttresses it with such an accumu- 
lation of evidence and proof that there 
remains no loophoie to doubt his accu- 
sations. He spent more than eighteen 
months of constant research while pre- 
paring the contents of these 413 pages. 


The book opens with an Introduction, 
followed by a statement concerning the 
“Origin of the Israelite Race,” then 
there follows sixteen illuminating chap- 
ters, Appendix A, B and C and a care- 
fully prepared Index. 


The absolute fact of an international 
plot, by super-powerful Jews, to reduce 
the Gentile nations to a state of slavery 
as has been done in Russia is estab- 
lished in the early part of the volume. 
Back in 1798 Professor John Robison, 
a Scotch Protestant, teacher of philos- 
ophy in Edinburgh, Scotland exposed 
this “conspiracy of the centuries as he 
observed it in his day. The title of his 
treatise was: “Proofs of a Conspiracy 
against all Religions and Governmenis 
of Europe, carried on in the secret 
meetings of Free Masons, Illuminati, 
and Reading Societies, collected from 
good Authorities by the Author.” 


While Robison was doing his great 
work in Scotland and England, un- 
known to himself, a patriotic priest by 
the name of Abbe Barruel was making 
a similar investigation in France. Col. 
Sanctuary quotes at great length from 
both of these writers, as well as from 
Mrs. Nesta Webster, another authority 
on the subject. He admits, however: 
“It is conceded that both writers (Robi- 
son and Barruel) have been subjected 
to bitter attack as to the historical ac- 
curacy of the events about which they 
write. One might say that the attack 
on these men has been along the same 
lines as that of the Jewish writers 
a the authenticity of the Proto- 
cols 


Names, dates, places, documents and 
details are given, showing the history 
of the plot. It is a deliberate, 
PLANNED attack against Home, 
School, Government and all forms of 





Religion. The finished product will be 
international chaos. The parentage of 
modern Jewish Communism is hereby 
explained. 


In 1848 the scheme became more bold 
through the writings of Karl Marx, 
another Jew, who prepared the “First 
Communist Manifesto” which became 
the bible of modern Bolshevism. Today 
no attempt is made to hide its true 
purpose of world revolution as was the 
case in the days of Robison and Bar- 
ruel, although the fact that the con- 
spiracy is centuries old is not generally 
known by the public or admitted by the 
conspirators. 


How the despoilers have gone about 
it to capture and pollute Gentile Edu- 
cation is explained in detail in chapter 
two. Let some one refute the logic of 
Col. Sanctuary’s exposures in this por- 
tion of his book—if they can. Bear in 
mind that he deals in no generalities 
or suppositions; he concerns himself 
only with specific details. At the risk 
of being a little tedious at times, he is 
determined that no critic shall have 
just cause to catch him up at any point. 
ihe present wave of Atheism in the 
American School system is traced with 
unerring exactness to planned sources. 


Col. Sanctuary shows that Commun- 
ism did not originate with the working 
classes. It is the product of interna- 
tional Jewish finance and Jewish 
brains, used to stir up the masses by 
systematic propaganda. Once a nation 
can be made to exhaust itself in civil 
war, it is a simple matter to set up a 
Jewish dictatorship, and a system of 
secret police, as was done sixteen years 
ago in Russia. Col. Sanctuary is try- 
ing to help save America from just 
such a trick. 


The chapter on Education is valu- 
able, but the one on Religion is even 
more important. Adam Weishaupt, the 
leader of the world plot in his day, 
founded the secret cult of the Illumin- 
ati. Many quotations from Weis- 
haupt’s writings are given by the Col- 
onel to show that they contain the rudi- 
ments of our modern so-called Mod- 
ernistic thought. Weishaupt created a 
deliberate system of doubt which had 
desired effects on Christianity when he 
was alive and has since blossomed and 
borne fruit in the present apostasy 
through which the Christian forces of 
the world are passing. In other words, 
the present apostasy did not just hap- 
pen.

“But you accomplished greater 
achievements than these. 

“The Vatican City is obliged to you 
for its wonderful renaissance, although 
in so minature a form.

“Austria is obliged to you for its na- 
tional rescue under the regime of Doll- 
fuss. 

“Western Europe is obliged to you 
for its temporal peace, due to this Four 
Pact, of which you are its creator. 

“As Caesar of yore you now are; 
you are the man of Pax Romana. 

“And who knows if not this renewed 
Rome, with the charm of your wonder- 
ful acts, once again an historical sal- 
vation will come to all the soring and 
expecting universe? 

“And if so, why should not you go 
one step further, the greatest perhaps 
in all our political steps, to try to bring 
understanding as well as fraternity be- 
tween the two elements who reside in 
Palestine.

“As yet before Hitler ascended the 
rule I despatched a letter to Marshal 
Pilsudsky and to Prof. Koza, the Ru- 
manian, and proposed to them to con- 
vene together in Berlin, in order to 
solve the Jewish problem, which occu- 
pies them since long. 

“This letter remained only a Call in 
the Desert. 


“Stand up, therefore, you Mussolini, 
and call to all the combatants to con-

10:26, a verse which introduces an 
age-end character known among stu- 
dents of prophecy as the “Roman 
Prince.” 

Notice Daniel’s language: “The peo- 
ple of the prince that shall come shall 
destroy the city and the sanctuary.” 
Who destroyed Jerusalem and_ the 
temple? — Titus the Roman, ROMAN. 
In the end-time, says Vaniel, a prince 
of the same “people”, the same natio- 
nality, (a Roman) shall revive the old 
Roman Empire and “confirm the 
covenant” for seven years, thereby giv- 
ing the Jews control of the Holy Land.

Amos §:1—15 


yo 4—It is as true today as it 
was then, that to seek Jehovah is 
the way of life, to forsake Him is the 
way otf death. A command and a 
promise. Obey the command and re- 
ceive the wonderful promise “LIFE.” 


To seek the Lord is to turn from 
sin, our own ways, our own thoughts, 
and turn to the LORD with obedience 
and trust. He is abundantly able and 
willing to pardon (Isa. 55:7). 


V. 5—These places had sacred memo- 
ries attached to them. The new false 
worship and “new theology”, always 
seeks for itself points of contact with 
the old God-given worship and theolo- 

It can thus more easily beguile 
the sincere but unwary soul. 


V. 8—God’s power manifested in four 
ways: (1) He made the stars. How 
distant and how stupendous are the 
stars; (2) He turneth the shadow of 
death (the deepest darkness) into the 
morning with its sunshine and glad- 
ness (Ps. 30:5). For how many of us 
has He done this very thing. (3) “He 
muketh the day dark with night.” He 
has done this literally again and again. 
In Bible times (Ex. 10:21—23) and in 
modern times, e.g., in connection with 
the volcanic disturbances on the Island 
of Martinique in the West Indies where 
40,000 lives are reported to have been 
destroyed after the natives in a spasm 
of blasphemy had crucified a pig in 
mockery of the shed blood of Calvary. 
(4) He “culleth for the waters of the 
sea, and poureth them out upon the 
face of the earth.” This is not only 
a beautifully poetic description of rain, 
but also a profoundly scientific one. 
Happy is he who has such a God upon 
his side! 


V. 10—It takes an unusually wise 
man to love the one who rebukes him. 
It is a poor compliment to a preacher 
to have the praise of the wicked (Lk. 
6:26). 

V. 12—There is not a sin we commit 
by day or night but God knows all 
about it. He knows its full extent 
(Heb. 4:13). 

V. 18—“An evil time.” All times 
are evil until the King whom God has 
appointed shall come (Eph. 5:16). But 
while times are evil, the individual may 
be good (v. 14—15). True goodness 
may be summed up into two words: 
“Hate the evil, Love the good (Rom. 
12:9). This is the path of blessedness 
(Heb. 1:9).

Is the average church member deeply 
concerned about the widespread corrup- 
tion of doctrine, the vast number of un- 
saved in our land, and the awful dark- 
ness janpine over the millions in hea- 
then lands? Many are sitting at ease 
in Zion, as —— following Christ 
were some sort of a perpetual vacation. 
God has not called us into His service 
that we may enjoy ourselves, but to 
suffer for His name’s sake (2 Tim. 2: 
12; Rom. 8:17; Phil. 1:29). We are 
not called to self-indulgence but self- 
sacrifice. 


There is indeed an ease and freedom 
from anxiety and fret that it is right 
for us to enjoy (Phil. 4:6,7 R.V., 1 Pet. 
5:7) but not the ease that comes from 
being indifferent to the honor of God 
in this godless world and unburdened 
about the awful and imminent peril of 
men out of Christ. 


The rulers and people were at ease 
because they could point to the moun- 
tain and its fortifications and say: “In 
these we trust.” But nation after 
nation has arisen to nower and splen- 
dor and seemed to be destined to be an 
eternal empire; but where are Assyria, 
Babylon, ersia, Greece and Rome to- 

ay? 

The marginal rendering of “Stretch 
themselves upon their couches”, v. 4 
(abound with superfluities) is very 
suggestive and certainly describes the 
state of the average Christian today 
(Lk. 16:19, 25). There can be no doubt 
as to how God regards this manner of 
living (Isa. 5:11, 12; 22:12,18; Rom. 13: 
13, 14; Jas. 5:5). How much we need 
to give heed to Christ’s solemn words 
on this subject (Lk. 21:34,35).

OD’S people are ever wandering 

from Him, and He is forever calling 
them back. How lamentably the pro- 
fessing Church has wandered from 
God! On every hand, covetousness 
which is idolatry (Col. 3:5) abounds, 
as do other forms of idolatry—the wor- 
ship of fashion, of pleasure. of learn- 
ing, of wealth, of self. Then there 
are those “whose god is their belly” 
(Phil. 3:19), as is evident from the all- 
pervasive “church gatherings,” to say 
nothing of the reprehensible manner of 
ae living of many who profess to 

His followers. There are also many 
departures from the doctrine of the 
Lord to “another gospel.” Surely the 
cry needs to be heard today, as then, 
“Return unto the Lord thy God.” 


V. 1—Nothing is more sure, or a 
more firmly established, well-attested 
fact, than that the one who follows in- 
iquity falle by it. Never in all the 
history of the world has there been one 





sin that PAID. Every sin is a colossal 
— Every sin is a plunge down- 
ward. 


V. 2—To return unto the Lord, take 
“words”—words of confession (1 Jn. 1: 
9), but words of confession we MUST 
bring. He will receive any who come 
this way, but, mark this well,—He will 
not receive any one who comes in any 
other way (Lk. 18:10—14). 


The last part of v. 2 is a prayer for 
pardon for past misdoing. The guilt 
and stain of sin must first be dealt 
with; then, and then only, are we in a 
position to be delivered from the power 
and dominion of present sin. 

V. 4—What a gracious, enheartening 
promise! What heavenly music it is 
to the backslider’s ear! How many a 
backslider have I seen come back to 
God in response to these gracious, ten- 
der words! 

V. 5—7. Some of the fairest and 
most fragrant lives, are those who were 
once deeply mired in sin, but who now 
indeed “blossom as the lily” (R.V.). 
The lily originates in the slime of the 
bottom of the pool but when it reaches 
the surface it is a thing of beauty. 
Some of the strongest lives today are 
those who once were farthest from 
God, but who now “cast forth their 
roots as Lebanon.” And their “branch- 
es spread,” too, so that underneath 
many find shelter. There is also 
fragrance in these redeemed lives, the 
scent of which is “as the wine of Le- 
banon.” There is a perennial fresh- 
ness in them “like the green fir tree,” 
and fruit from the hand of God. We 
must not forget that the primary re- 
ference here is to repentant Israel. A 
lovely picture of what Israel is to be- 
come in that glad coming day when 
the nation is brought to repentance 
as one man (Zech. 3:14-20).

MIRACLES

A§ THE BIBLE is true, and its inspi- 
ration is true, so miracles must be 
true, for the Bible records a large num- 
ber of them. And there is every rea- 
son for receiving and believing these, 
and no good reason for rejecting them. 
Science has sometimes said _ that 
miracles are untrue, and yet they can- 
not prove them not true. If we reject 
God, of course miracles are untrue, for 
no man ever worked one by his own 
power. Only atheists can consistently 
deny miracles. Modernists who deny 
the supernatural are therefore in bad 
company. 


Many have been troubled with the 
miracles of the Bible; they find it hard 
to believe the Book and its Divine reli- 
gion, Christianity, because of them. 
But I cannot see why any careful think- 
er should stumble over miracles. Per- 
hans we have not looked at them in the 
right way. Again, we must do some 
thinking! There are miracles of na- 
ture around us all the time, and we 
find no fault with them, because we 
see them so often that we are accus- 
tomed to them, grass, flowers, animals, 
all life. These are all standing mira- 
cles. Anything we cannot understand 
and cannot do, is a miracle to us. One 
hundred years ago if any one had told 
us we could talk with sour friends 
hundreds of miles away, and even dis- 
tinguish their voices, we would have 
said: “Impossible! that would be a 
miracle!” Now anv one can do that 
very thing, and we don’t call it a mira- 
cle. Then, we did not understand the 
laws that made such a thing possible, 
and now we do. 


To a little child, a watch would be a 
miracle. The phonograph would be a 
great miracle to one who had never 
heard of such a thing. The Hottentot 
when told that men in some parts of 
the world could walk across a lake or 
river would not believe it—he had 
never seen ice! Such an act was a 
miracle to him. All the miracles of the 
Bible, and there are many real ones 
to us, are all provided for in God’s 
plan, are all according to laws very well 
known to Him, but quite unknown to us. 
Why should we be like the child or the 
Hottentot and say we will not believe 
them? Because I cannot. do those 
things, shall I say God could not, or 
could not have given men the power to 
do them? What a small idea we must 
have of God! 


My reason, really tells me, that I 
should expect God to do things beyond 
my power, or He would not be God at 
all: I would not know He is God. The 
miracles of the Bible are proofs of His 
power, and that He is God. If there 
were no miracles there, people would 
say louder than ever that the Bible is 
only a human book. So while some 
stumble over the miracles in the Bible. 
more would if there were none. God 
has given us the best Book that it is 
— for us to appropriate, therefore 
et us accept it, and the blessings it- re- 
veals will ours for.time and eterni-

so spoke that they could always say:

God has already given His only 
begotten as an all-sufficient basis for 
forgiveness and justification, and we 
do not need to give ours. 

6:8—One of the most frequently mis- 
interpreted and misapplied passages 
in the Bible. Interpreters do not note 
just what it says and the connection in 
which it is found. Our “doing — 
must show itself in our everyday life, 
in our business life, and in all other 
activities or associations in which we 
engage. No repentance that still toler- 
ates a “scant measure” and false 
scales counts with God. There must be 
an all-round adjustment of lives to the 
precepts of the Holy One, if we are 
to be accepted of Him, and live in the 
enjoyment of His favor.
